Following the Consecration, a luncheon in honor of the Presiding Bishop 
and Bishop Watson was held on the roof garden of the Hotel Utah. The af- 
ternoon was devoted to National Council Meetings led by the Chairmen of 
the several Departments. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION 


The 32 Synod of the Province of the Pacific, was called to order by the 
President, The Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, Bishop of Idaho, at 9:30 A.M., at 
St. Mark’s Cathedral. The Opening Service was held the preceding evening 
at St. Paul’s Church, with Bishop Bloy of Los Angeles as the Preacher. 


Mr. St. Elmo Coombs and the Rev. Hiram B. Crosby of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles conducted the opening devotion of the Morning Session. 


The President of the Province asked the Secretary to call the roll. 
Sixteen Bishops and a majority of the Clerical and Lay Delegates were pres- 
ent from the Dioceses and Missionary Districts. The Constitutional provis- 
ions being met, the meeting was declared in order. 


Bishop Campbell, Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles reported for the 
Committee on Dispatch of Business for the Day, which on motion was 
adopted. 


The Chair appointed the Rev. William E. Patrick, of Los Angeles 
Assistant to the Secretary and then announced the personnel of the various 
Synod Committees as follows:

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“The report of the Provincial Council for the last Synodical Year was 
read by the Secretary and subsequently adopted. 


The following resolutions were presented by the Bishop of Arizona: 


al WHEREAS, Our Heavenly Father has seen fit to remove from 
among us his faithful servant the Right Rev. Stephen Cutter Clark, D.D., 
the sixth bishop of the Missionary District of Utah, and 


WHEREAS, Bishop Clark served his whole fruitful Ministry within the 
Eighth Province as a Priest of the District of Utah and of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles and as Secretary of its Convention being most faithful and accurate 
in the keeping of its records, and subsequently as the Bishop of Utah where 
with his unusual ability and vision he initiated a five year program of 
Missionary extension, the fulfillment of which he leaves to his successor 
because of his untimely death. 


WHEREAS, he was for many years a member of this Synod and 
profitable steward in the Church of God. 


BE IT RESOLVED that the 32nd Annual Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific record its humble gratitude to Almighty God for His servant, Stephen 
Cutter Clark, Bishop and Doctor and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Synod express to the people of 
the District of Utah its deep sense of loss in the death of their late Bishop 
and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Resolution be adopted as a 
minute of this Synod Meeting and that a copy be sent to Mrs. Clark as a 
token of sympathy and affection. 


On motion, the Resolution was unanimously adopted. 


2. RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific be not 
held in those years when the General Convention is held. 
On motion the Resolution was lost. 


Bishop Campbell, Chairman of the Committee on Dispatch cf Business, 
moved the matter of seating women delegates be referred to the Committee 
on Canons. The motion was so ordered. 

Mr. Edward F. Colecock, Chairman of the Department of Promotion, 
Publicity and Radio presented. the report of that Department. 

The Annual Report of the Department of Youth was read by the Chair- 
man, the Very Rev. Heraid Gardner. 

The Report of the Provincial College Commission was presented by the 
Chairman, the Rev. Charies Neville. 

The Bishop of Arizona Reported for the Committee on Evangelism. 

The Report of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific was presented 
by the Acting Dean and Vice President of the Board of Trustees, the Rev. 
Russell B. Staines. 

At the conclusion of his report, the Rev. Mr. Staines presented the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific desires to increase the number of its board members in the Com- 
municant Class from five to ten, 

It is hereby RESOLVED that the Synod of the 8th Province approves 
of this action. 

On motion, the Resolution was adopted. 

The President of the Province formalfy welcomed the two new Bishops 
who had been consecrated since the last Synod, the Right Reverend Henry H. 
Shires, D.D , Suffragan Bishop of California who was presented by the 
Bishop of Oregon and the Right Reverend Richard S. Watson, Bishop of Utah, 
who was presented by the Bishop of Olympia. 

The hymn “Glorious Things of Thee are Spoken” was then sung. 
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The report of the Committee on Vocational Giving was read by Frank 
G. Sibilia, Chairman. The President announced the appointment of Mr. 
John C. F. Merrifield to take the place of the late Rear Admiral George WwW. 
Bower, U.S.A. 

The Bishop of San Joaquin read the report of the Committee on the 
State of the Church. 

The Bishop of California requested the unanimous approval of the Synod 
to limit the nomination presented by the committee to one name for each 
office. On the approval of the committee on resolutions, it was then moved 
by Bishop Block that Canon 3, Par. e be suspended. The motion duly sec- 
onded and passed, the Bishop of California presented the following nomina- 
tions: 

For Trustee of C.D.S.P.: The Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, D.D. 


For Trustees of St, Margaret’s House: The Rt. Rev. Sumner F. D. Wal- 
ters, D.D. and the Very Rev. Charles E. McAllister. 


For Members of the Provincial Council (Class of 1954): The Rt. Rev. 
Stephen Bayne, Jr., The Rev. Edward A. Wicher, Jr., the Hon, Herbert S. 
Farrell. 

On Motion, the nominations were closed and the Secretary instructed to 
cast a unanimous ballot. 


The Bishop of Arizona then presented the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED: that the chair be requested to appoint a committee 
to consist of two bishops, three presbyters, three laymen and three members 
of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary to study the problems raised by the 
great geographical extent of this province, to consider various plans sug- 
gested for the solution of these problems and to report to the next meeting 
of the Synod. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

The Bishop of San Joaquin presented the report for the Committee 
on Program. Bishop Walters then moved that the Department of Publicity 
be authorized to undertake the project of disseminating news to the various 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts in the Province for a period of one year. 
Upon the approval of the Committee on Resolutions, the motion was carried. 


The Report of the Bishop of California on congested areas was accepted 
by Title. 


Mr. John Vassie reported for the Department of Finance, giving the 
Treasurer’s report for the Synodical year of May 1, 1950 to April 30, 1951. 
The Report was received. (See Appendix A-1). Mr, Vassie then presented 
the proposed Permanent Budget for 1952. (See Appendix A-2). The Bishop 
of California offered a resolution, that a Committee of Program and Bud- 
get be appointed by the President to report before the next meeting of 
Synod. Upon motion the resolution was adopted. At this juncture, the Chair 
ordered adoption of the Budget postponed pending the preparation of mimeo- 
graphed copies for study before the session. 


The Bishop of Sacramento was then called upon to read noon-day 
prayers for Missions and for Peace. 


Bishop Shires raised the question of canonical procedure regarding 
Bishop Block’s resolution for the creation of a Committee on Budget and 
Program. The Chair ordered the Resolution be referred to the Committee 
on Canons. 


The President then introduced Lt. Col. Buchanan, one of his clergy, 
now called back to duty in the Air Force, to the members of the 32nd Synod. 


The President declared a recess at 12:20 P.M. until two o’clock. 
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WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


At the reconvening of Synod at two o’clock, the lesson was read by Mr. 
E. C. Bader of Utah and prayers by the Rev. Jas. Nakamura, of Honolulu. 


The Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles read Report No. 2 of the Com- 
mittee on Dispatch of Business, which was adopted. 

Dean Grammer of St. Margaret's House read the annual report of St. 
Margaret’s House. 

Dean Grammer also read the report of the Committee on Christian 
Social Relations. 

Mr. John C. Merrifield, Chairman of the Provincial Presiding Bishop’s 
Committee on Laymen’s Worx, emphasized the splendid cooperation of the 
Bishops of the Province. Mr. J. Post Williams, of San Joaquin, was named 
as Chairman to succeed Mr. Merrifield. 

The Rev. Wm. W. Fleetwood, a former Dean of St. Mark’s Cathedral, 
Salt Lake City, was introduced by the President of the Province. 

The Rey. John Heuss, Chairman of the Department of Christian Educa- 
tion of the National Council, spoke of the expanding work of that depart- 
ment. 

The Bishop of California reporting on the National Council, spoke of 
the association of our Church with the National Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, bringing out the fact that the literature of the National 
Council was using the phrase ‘‘Co-operating or Constituent Churches,” in- 
stead of the title ‘“Protestant Churches.” 

Bishop Block emphasized the sense of partnership between parish and 
diocese and between diocese and National Church. The Bishop spoke of the 
National Council survey on gains in the 8th Province. He announced that 
$400,000.00 so far has been given to the Episcopal Foundation. 

The Rey. Clarence R. Haden, Jr., in charge of Laymen’s Work for the 
National Council, spoke of the wider work of the Laymen as a movement 
and not an organization. 

The Repert of the Committee on Synod Arrangements was read by the 
Chairman, Mr. Colcock. It dealt with two matters, the place of the meeting 
of the next Synod and the question of omitting Synod in Triennial years. 
At the invitation of Mr, Allison Baer, the Synod voted to meet in Boise, 
Idaho, next year. 

Mr. Coleock announced that the Committee on Arrangements brought 
in the resolution about the omission of Synod in General Convention years 
without recommendation either way. The resolution was then moved and 
seconded for purposes of discussion. Among the speakers, were Mr. Colcock, 
Col. B. C. Allin, the Rey. Alfred Lockwood, former Synod secretary, to gel, 
Bishop Kinsoiving, the Rev. Jas. Trimble and Mr. Robert Elliott. A motion by 
Col. B. C. Ailin to lay the matter on the table was lost. The original motion 
to omit the Synod in Triennial years was then put to vote and lost by a 
vote of 34 to 23. 

The Rev. F. J. Moore, D.D., in charge of the Forward Movement Pub- 
lications, was then presented to speak on the work of his organization. 

On motion of the Rev. Geo. F. Turney, duly seconded, the Synod voted 
appreciation of the work of Dr, Moore. 

The Rev. Henry M. Shires read the report of the Provincial Board of 
Examining Chaplains. (Appendix B.) 

Dean McAllister presented a resolution by title. 

The Bishop of Arizona read the report of the Committee on Indian 
Work. (Appendix H).

The Secretary read a letter from Bishop Jenkins regretting his inability 
to attend Synod. 

Bishop Campbell read a resolution on proportionate representation at 
General Convention for reference. 

At 5:00 P.M. the Synod adjourned until 9:30 A.M. Thursday. 


This evening the Synod Dinner was held at the Hotel Utah at 7 o’clock. 
The Toastmaster was the President of the Province, The Rt, Rev. Frank A. 
Rhea. Addresses were given by Mr. John Merrifield on Laymen’s Work, 
Mr. Don French on Youth Work and Mrs. Robert K. Vickery, representing 
the Woman’s Auxiliary. Chamber music and an interesting series of Ute 
Indian Dances provided the delegates with interesting and delightful enter- 
tainment. 


THURSDAY (MORNING SESSION) 


Bishop Rhea called the Synod to order at 9:35 a.m. The lesson was read 
by Colonel B. C. Allin. The Prayers were read by the Rev. Gordon Lind. 


The Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles read Report No. 3 of the Com- 
mittee on Dispatch of Business, which was adopted by motion. 

The President appointed the Rev. David deL. Scovil, judge of elections, 
and the following tellers: the Rev. John Goodyear, the Rev. Gordon Lind, 
and Messrs. Robert Elliott and G. Allyn Roberts. 

Inasmuch as there was nc contest on the ballot, it was moved and sec- 
onded that the Secretary cast a unanimous ballot for the candidates. 


The Secretary cast the ballot and the President declared the following 
elected: 
Trustee of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific— 
The Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, D.D, 


Trustees of St. Margaret’s House— 
The Rt. Rev. Sumrer F. D. Walters, D.D. 
The Very Rev. Chas. E. McAllister, D.D. 


Members of the Provincial Council (Class of 1954): 
The Rt. Rev. Stephen Bayne, Jr., D.D. 
The Rev. Edward A. Wicher. 
The Hon. Herbert S. Farrell. 


On motion of the Bishop of Alaska, it was resolved to send greetings 
to the Rev. A. Ervine Swift, who was that day being consecrated Bishop of 
Puerto Rico. Upon motion duly seconded, the Secretary was instructed to 
send a note of sympathy to the Rev. A. W. Farlander absent from Synod 
due to illness. 

The Treasurer of the Province presented the Budget for the Synodical- 
Year 1951-52, item by item. Various comments were made and a motion by 
the Bishop of Arizona to delete Item O. After some further discussion, Mr. 
Vassie moved the adoption of the Budget which was so ordered and adopted 
unanimously. 

The Chair then introduced Chaplain Deane Babbitt, U.S.A., who brought 
greetings from the Fifth Army Headquarters at the Presidio, San Fran- 
cisco, Chaplain Babbitt spoke of the need of Chaplains made necessary by 
the rotation of men who have been serving overseas. One hundred and fifty 
new Chaplains are needed. They must be from 21 to 35 years of age with 
two years of pastoral experience. 

On motion, it was voted that Bishop Block be reimbursed the sum of 
$496.34 which he advanced for the publication of Bishop Sanford’s “History 
of the Province.” 
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The Suffragan Bishop of California, Chairman of the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons recommended that the resolution permitting women 
to be seated as delegates to the Synod and reported at the bottom of page 
23 of the Journal of the Thirty-First Synod, be regarded as inadequate for 
the purpose and hereby declared null and void. Subsequently, the Com- 
mittee offered the following resolution: 

BE IT RESOLVED: that paragraph (a) of Section 3 of Article 2 of the 
Constitution of the Eighth Province be amended by striking out the word 
“laymen” in the said paragraph, and substituting in place thereof, the words 
“Lay Persons,” and that paragraph (b) of Section 3 of Article 2 be amended 
by striking out the word ‘“Laymen” and substituting in the place, thereof 
the word “Lay Persons.” 

On motion the Resolution was adopted. 

It was then moved by the Bishop of Nevada that subsequent to the above 
resolution, the Canons be changed in terminology by deleting the word 
“Laymen” wherever it appears and substituting the words “Lay Persons.” 
The motion was so ordered. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Constitution and Canons then pre- 
sented the following resolutions: 

RESOLVED: The house of Bishops concurring, that Canon VI be amend- 
ed by the addition of a new paragraph (g) as follows: 

“(g) A Committee on Budget and Program to consist of two Bishops, 
two Presbyters and two Laymen.” 

On motion, the Resolution was adopted. 


RESOLVED: The house of Bishops concurring, that Section E of Canon 
X be deleted and the followit:ig substituted therefore: 

“The tentative budget shall be submitted to the Committee on Budget 
and Program the day before the opening of the Synod each year. The Synod 
shall consider the Budget for the purpose of adoption only after the Com- 
mittee on Budget and Program has made its report to the Synod.” 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

In reference to the above resolution it was announced that the said 
Committee would receive the Budget submitted by the Provincial Council 
the day prior to the opening of Synod. 

RESOLVED: the House of Bishops concurring, that in line 6 of Canon 
V—the word “Calendar” be deleted and the word “Fiscal” inserted. On 
Motion, the resolution was adopted. 

RESOLVED: the House of Bishops concurring, that in line 3 of Section 
e of Canon 3 the words “two persons” be deleted and the words “one or 
more” be inserted as a substitute therefore. 

The amended section shall then read: 

“At each Annual Synod a Nominating Committee shall be appointed 

by the Chair consisting 01 two from each order whose duty it shall 

be to submit to the Synod the names of one or more persons for 

each office to be filled, etc.” 

On Motion the resolution was adopted. 

Dean McAllister then presented the following resolution. 

WHEREAS, there is a growing conviction that the business of the 
Church could be more efficiently conducted with a smaller membership 
in the House of Deputies of General Convention, be it 

RESOLVED: that the Province of the Pacific respectfully memorializes 
General Convention to give consideration to some plan of proportionate 
representation for membership of the various dioceses and missionary dis- 
tricts in General Convention. 

On Motion, the resolution was adopted. 
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The Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions then presented the 
following report: 


1. RESOLVED that this 32nd Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
extend to the Rt. Rev. Arthur Moulton, D.D., retired Bishop of Utah, its 
heartfelt good wishes and prayers for God’s blessing on this his 78th 
Birthday. 


On Motion, the resolution was adopted. 


2. RESOLVED that this 32nd Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
pray for Bishop Watson that his Episcopate continue according to this 
auspicious beginning— 

And that he extend to the Girl and Boy Scouts and other organizations 
the appreciation of all in the Consecration Procession for their Reverence 
and Patriotism along the way. 


On Motion, the resolution was adopted. 


3. RESOLVED: that this 32nd Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
record its sincere gratitude for the generous hospitality which has welcomed 
us to Salt Lake City. We particularly thank the Bishop of Utah and his 
staff, Dean Taylor, Archdeacon Bulkley, Rev. Mortimer Chester, Rector of 
St. Paul’s Church, the Ladies of St. Mark’s Cathedral, the ladies of All 
Saints’ Mission and the First Congregational Church for their friendly 
cooperation, and also the Governor of Utah, the Mayor of the City and his 
officials, the Police Department, the Press, hotels and Television Station 
KSL, Channel 5, for their wonderful cooperation and the very reverent way 
in which the Consecration was televised. Also the Church of Jesus Christ 
of the Latter Day Saints for the very fine organ recital on Wednesday 
afternoon. And we request that the Secretary convey the assurances of 
our gratitude in writing to the above persons. 


On Motion, the resolution was adopted. 


4. RESOLVED: that this 32nd Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
convey its best wishes and warm regards to Bishop Parson on the occasion 
of his 83rd birthday. 


On Motion, the resolution was adopted. 


The Rev. Alfred Lockwood, Secretary Emeritus, reported that arrange- 
ments had been made with the Dean of the Church Divinity School for the 
filing of Provincial Journals in the school library. He likewise reported 
that a bound volume of reports from 1916 to 1937, compiled by Bishop 
Sanford was on file in tha library. Subsequently, it was moved by Bishop 
Gooden that the Journals be bound every 20 years. The motion was so 
ordered. 


Brief reports were then given by various members of the Synod on the 
work being done for the members of the Armed Forces, in training and 
overseas. The reports were enthusiastically received. 


Noonday prayers were then read by Archdeacon Kerstetter. Following 
these Bishop Cross, Chairman of the Committee on Necrology, gave his 
report and moved the members of the Synod proceed to prayers for the 
departed and comfort of the bereaved. It was so moved and Bishop Cross 
read appropriate prayers. 


The Chair then called upon the Bishop of Alaska for a brief report of 
his interesting work in that Territory and following this the Synod was 
recessed by the President at 12:30 P.M. for luncheon, to reconvene at 3:00 
P.M. 
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THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION 


Synod convened at 3:15 P.M. The Chair extended felicitations to Bishop 
Moulton on the event of his 78th Birthday. Following this, the President 
appointed the following persons, members of the Committee to Study the 
Province: Bishop Walters, Chairman; Bishop Block, the Rev. Messrs. Elvin 
Smith, David Trimble, George R. Turney; Messrs. Edward F. Colcock, 
Herbert S. Farrell and Dale Miller. 


Judge Howell spoke in appreciation of the work of Archdeacon Bulkley, 
who was ordained Priest in St. Mark’s Cathedral, Salt Lake City, 42 years 
ago on Ascension Day. 


Dean McAllister, Chairman of the Committee to Study Religion in the 
Public Schools referred to some of the legal matters involved. Following 
his report, the Committee, consisting of the Dean and the Chancellors of 
the several Dioceses and Missionary Districts was requested to continue 
its study. 


Mr. Vassie, Treasurer of the 8th Province reported that an offering 
of $206.67 had been received at the Opening Service and was being allocated 
to the Missionary District of Nevada for Vacation Church Schools. 


Bishop Cross asked for a rising vote of appreciation for all that had 
been done to facilitate the various meetings of Synod. On motion it was so 
ordered. 


The Rev. William E. Patrick offered a motion urging the various 
jurisdictions within the Province to back the service men from the Province. 
The motion was so ordered. Bishop Gooden then remarked that General 
Ridgeway was a faithful attendant upon the Church, while in Panama. 


The matter of spiritual healing was raised by Mr. Perry M. Plenty and 
the question of the validity of certain books on this subject. On motion 
the matter was referred to the Committee on Evangelism. 


There being no further business, the Synod was adjourned sine die, 
atiosso ve 


THE JOINT-SESSION 


The Joint Session was called to order by the President at 4:00 P.M. 
Addresses were made by Bishop Dagwell and Mrs. Sumner Walters. Bishop 
Dagwell pointed out the rapid growth of the 8th Province and appealed 
for its energetic support. 


Mrs. Walter spoke of her position on the National Executive Board and 
gave an interesting report of her many activities. 


Bishop Rhea, President of the Province, in his concluding remarks, 
declared that the rapid growth of the Province was an occasion for pride 
as well as humility and that it was a product of the mercy of God. He urged 
the delegates to return to their appointed tasks, there to expend greater 


and deeper consecration. 


There being no further business, the 32nd Synod was adjourned at 
5:00 P.M. .

REPORT, PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 
Synodical Year, May Ist 1950—April 30, 1951 


1. The organizational Meeting was held in Stockton, California, at the 
close of the 1950 Synod. It is the purpose of this meeting to establish 
the Provincial Organization for the new Synodical year. Chairmen of the 
several Departments, Commissions and Committees were selected. Subse- 
quently their names are to be found in the Journal of proceedings for 1950 
and need not be duplicated in this report. The date and location of the 
Stated Meeting was also determined. 


2. The Stated meeting was held within the time appointed by the 
Provincial Constitution, on September 28, 1950 at San Francisco. Eighteen 
members of the Council were present including two visitors, one of which 
was the Presiding Bishop, the Rt, Rev. Henry Knox Sherill, who was 
introduced by Bishop Rhea, President of the Eighth Province. Bishop 
Sherill spoke feelingly about the urgent need of supporting the General 
Church Program. He mentioned the high calibre of the active laymen of 
the Church, the devotion ana serious attitude of the seminarians and the 
able leadership of the present staff at “281”. The reports of the various 
Departments, Commissions and Committees, were brief, but cogent. Bishop 
Lewis speaking for the Commission on Rural Work declared that a survey 
of Town and Country work in the Province was sorely needed. It was 
moved and so ordered that the National Council be kept informed of the 
excellent progress made by the Commission on Indian Work in the 
Province. Reporting for the Department of Promotion and Publicity, Mr. 
Colcock stated that it was not the intention of this Department to duplicate 
the efforts of the National Department, and that it would endeavor to 
promote and publicize proven techniques and accomplishments. Dean Gard- 
ner, reporting for the Dept. of Youth announced the appointment of 
the Rev. J. Burton Salter of Olympia to succeed the Rev. John P. Craine 
as Adult Advisor of Youth and the Adult Provincial Representative on the 
National Council. Summer Conferences have been visited by Provincial Youth 
Officers and a Youth Training Course was planned for the Winter holiday. 


The Report of the Department of Finance was presented by the Trea- 
surer, Mr. John Vassie who suggested “Hold the line” budget for the fiscal 
year 1951-52. The same was adopted unanimously, subject to revisions 
made at the Annual Meeting of the Council May ist. 


The Rev. Mr. Neville reporting for the Department of College Work 
listed the several grants made to various campuses in the Province. He 
spoke of the new work at San Diego State and announced plans for the 
College Student Conference at Lake Tahoe in the Fall. 


The Rev. Henry M. Shires reported for the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific in lieu of Dean Shires who had been elected Suffragan Bishop 
of the Diocese of California. The Report for the Committee on Laymen’s 
Work was presented by Mr. Merrifield. A total of some 2,400 Key Men 
were prepared to make 7,200 addresses preparatory to Fall Canvasses of 
Parishes and Missions of the Nation. The repcrt was received most favor- 
ably. A Report for the Committee on Seamen’s Work was received from 
the Chairman, the Rev. Perry Austin. The Report stressed the need for new 
work in the various ports of the Province, 


The Time for the meeting of Synod was set for Thursday, May 1st, 
1951 at Boise, Idaho and the Bishop of Los Angeles to be the preacher at 
the opening Service*. Representatives from the National Council were 
invited to attend the 32 Synod and lead conferences on the opening day. 
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3. The Annual Meeting of the Provincial Council was held at 9:30 P.M. 
May Ist, 1951 at St. Paul’s Church, Salt Lake City, following the completion 
of the Opening Service of Synod. The meeting was called to order and 
opened with prayer by the President of the Province, Bishop Frank Rhea. 
The Roll was called of the Ex-officio and Elected members the classes of 
1951, 52 and 53 the total of which was 16 members together with two 
visitors. There being a quorum present the chair declared the meeting open 
for business. 

* According to the Constitution of the 8th Province, the Secretary was 
instructed to poll the members of the Provincial Council for permission to 
change the location of the Synod to Salt Lake City to coincide with the 
Consecration of the Bishop of Utah. 

1. The Treasurer’s Report was presented by Mr. Vassie. The same was 
received on motion, referred to Synod and will be given in detail in the 
minutes of the Synod meeting. 

2. As chairman of the Finance Department, Mr. Vassie presented the 
Tentative budget as adopted by the Stated Meeting in San Francisco, on 
September 28, 1950. After considerable discussion regarding unpaid assess- 
ments, it was moved and so ordered that the Budget as amended, be 
adopted and submitted to Synod for Approval. The Various reports of the 
Departments, Committees and Commissions were received by title and will be 
presented to Synod in detail. 

3. On motion is was voted that the offering from the opening Service 
be given to the Daily Vacation Church School District of Nevada.

APPENDIX L. 
REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 


1. The Program for the Department set forth a year ago has been 
carried through under able sponsorship of the Rev. Burton Salter of 
Olympia, who has been the Provincial Adult Member of the National Youth 
Commission for the year involved. To him belongs all credit for the work 
of the Department. 


2. The Synod held in Stockton in 1950 was the first at which there 
were youth deiegates from every jurisdiction in the Province and all of the 
youth advisors were there with one exception. That Synod also established 
the value of the new plan of furnishing financial aid to the Provincial 
Officers and to the Youth Delegates from Missionary Districts in that it 
insured continuity of service on the part of these officers and delegates 
regardless of their re-election as delegates from their respective jurisdic- 
tions. In case of failure at re-election, with withdrawal of local financial 
aid, often such officers were unable to attend the next meeting, and their 
interest and leadership lost. 


3. The importance of the Executive Meeting of the Provincial Officers 
and Training Conference during Christmas holidays, held for the first time 
in 1949, was proven during the summer of 1950 in that one or more of these 
Officers was the main speaker at Diocese’ or District Conventions or gave 
courses, in all but four of the summer schools. Seven of the jurisdictions 
were represented at the second such Executive Meeting held in San Fran- 
cisco in 1950, three more than were in attendance the previous year, 

4. Just pride can be taken in the election of Rod French of La Grande, 
Oregon, this spring, as the President of the National Youth Commission at 
their meeting held in Cincinnati in February. This is the highest office 
among the youth of our whole Church. Rod began his work in his own 
District of Eastern Oregon eight years ago and came up through his parish 
youth group, District work to be President of the Provincial Commission 
for two terms to his present office. We congratulate him and our Province. 

5. Another note of progress is apparent throughout the Province, in 
that the Youth Officers, Committee, leaders from the National to the Parish 
level, are taking their responsibilities more seriously—the fruitage of seven 
years of consecutive Provincial policy and program showing fruitage. The 
establishment of a Provincial Youth Newsletter has made possible a greater 
interchange of facts and program from the national to the individual parish 
level and vise versa. While other Departments of the Province have talked 
about a regularly issued news sheet the youth have gone ahead and estab- 
lished it. 

6. The Department has remained within its Budget for the year, in spite 
of increased taxes, living costs, overhead, inflation, etc. 

7. We are not asking for an increased budget for the year ahead, but 
will do a better job than in previous years on our deflated dollar.

APPENDIX K 
REPORT, PROVINCIAL COLLEGE WORK COMMISSION 


The Provincial College Commission was reorganized after the last meet- 
ing of Synod with the Rev. Charles Neville replacing Russell Staines as 
chairman; Rev. Samuel Garrett of Berkeley replacing Mrs. Edward Caul- 
field as executive secretary for the Southwest; Very Rev. John Krumm 
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replacing the Rev. John A. Luther on the Executive Committee: Otherwise 
the Personnel remained the same except for adding three new college 
workers to the Commission; i.e., Miss Beth Young, Rev. John Ellison, and 
Rev. J. Ogden Hoffman, Jr. 


Three meetings of the Executive Committee were held during the 
year. Two meetings were held in Berkeley—one in Salt Lake City. Rev. 
David Cochran was selected as convener of a college conference sponsored 
by the commission and held at Healdsburg in California. Students from 
Arizona, Washington, California, and Oregon were in attendance at the 
Conference. The constitution for a National Association of Canterbury 
Clubs was discussed. Representing our Province at the National Conven- 
tion in Michigan were Rev. David Cochran; William Rees, Oregon State; 
William Jessup, Williamette U.; John Lang, U. of Washington; Stanley Sin- 
clair U. of California; Alice Steere, Stanford; Carolee Cutting, Fresno 
State; Claudine Norris, U. C. L. A.; James Armand, Occidental; Don Eaton, 
San Jose State. 


The Executive Committee authorized the payment of $1000.00 to the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific. This money is earmarked for the 
proposed school for college workers to be held in 1952. The opinion of the 
Bishops of this province was solicited regarding this school. Because of 
their unanimous endorsement, Rev. Russell Staines of Berkeley, Calif., was 
selected to head the committee responsible for the school. 


Student conferences were held in the Northwest and Southwest sec- 
tions of the Province. The Northwest conference was held in LaGrande, 
Oregon. In the Southwest, student conferences were held in Galilee, Ne- 
vada; Big Bear, Calif; Supai, Ariz.

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APPENDIX H. 


REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 
INDIAN WORK 


Throughout the past year each of the missionary dioceses with Indian 
work within its borders has carried along its established projects without 
any special advance work being added to the programs of the Indian 
Reservations where the Episcopal Church is at work. 

It is to be hoped that some definite program of advance can be ini- 
tiated in this Province since the years of transition for Indian people from 
Reservation life to incorporation in general American life are quickly pass- 
ing. During these years when the old ways, religious as well as secular, are 
passing it is imperative that Indian people be given a Christian basis for 
their life as participating American citizens in towns and villages, as well as 
on reservations. 

This committee recommends that at some time the members of the 
Indian Commission meet to consider ways of: 

1. Integrating the programs of Indian Missions in the several mission- 
ary dioceses through the Division of Town and Country of the National 
Council, 

2. Promoting concern for the spiritual and secular welfare of Indians 
settling in towns and cities of this Province. 

3. Advancing the program in the areas where the Government is un- 
dertaking an accéleration of Indian Education. 

If such a meeting for planning advance and recommending methods and 
techniques cannot be held the use of this commission is at an end.

APPENDIX J. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RELATIONS 


This Committee is concerned about its own relationship of the Depart- 
ments of Christian Social Relations and Institutions in the 15 Dioceses and 
Districts of the Province of the Pacific. What function can we serve as a 
Committee of the Province? Three ways in which we might be of use 
occur to us: 

1. A point of contact whereby notices from the National Department 
could be relayed to the departments of Dioceses and Districts. We would 
be a channel for information. Such service has been performed in one in- 
stance this year. Notice about the coming into San Francisco of 25 Dis- 
placed Persons units from the Philippines was received. These units 
needed placement. The National Council had assumed responsibility for 
bringing them in. From a Committee member notices went out to all 
bishops and chairmen of Christian Social Relations in the Province. A 
similar occasion arose in the need to distribute the notices of the coverage 
under Old Age and Survivors Insurance provided by the Social Security 
Act. The National Council Department sent out a statement describing 
the applicability of this act and the procedures to follow to use its advant- 
ages. It was discovered that this same notice was also sent to headquarters 
of the Dioceses and Districts. Is there advantage in duplicating these 
notices? . 

If this Department is to carry out its function, we call to your atten- 
tion the fact ‘that funds will be needed for postage, phone calls, and per- 
haps secretarial assistance. We also would have you consider the response 
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which such a Provincial office might have. Would our letters carry weight? 

2. We might also provide conferences or work-shops through which the 
workers in Christian Social Relations of the Dioceses and Districts could 
share plans and learn procedures. Such a conference was provided by the 
Committee in conjunction with the Synod at Stockton. We were fortunate 
to have Dr. Pepper with us. We shared the descriptions of what is being 
done. We described situations needing attention. It was a profitable 
meeting. More are needed. We touched upon only a few of the concerns 
covered in the field of Christian Social Relations. We see this as an edu- 
cational function. 

If this is to be our function, again we shall need funds for setting up 
these conferences. We call to your attention a further consideration: To 
provide them in conjunction with the Synod raises a problem as to type 
of conference. Many of those who attended the workshop in Stockton were 
unused to thinking of these concerns; many who are doing good work were 
at home in their own communities. The conference could be used for gen- 
eral education or it could be used for the further development of those 
already at work. Is it possibile to select delegates with such a concern? If 
not, how do we reach those we should reach? 

3. The third line upon which we might work is as co-ordinator of Dio- 
cesan and District effort in a joint project. The National Department is 
concerned with Chapliancy in the hospitals, prisons and homes for the aged, 
etc. New light is being cast on the role of such Chaplains. We might es- 
tablish a center wherein training for such Chaplaincy could be provided. 
Such a plan would also benefit the two Provincial schools, the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific and Saint Margaret’s House, in bringing the 
opportunity for Clinical Pastoral Training much closer. The general and 
mental hospitals and prisons through which this training is now provided 
are almost all in the Mississippi valley or even farther East. This plan 
would also require funds and a great deal of work. 

I repeat, the Committee feels that it needs greater clarification of 
function and requests your consideration of this report.

APPENDIX I. 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDING BISHOP’S COMMITTEE 
ON LAYMEN’S WORK 


Since the last Synod at Stockton great and consistent progress has 
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been made throughout the Eighth Province. Permit me to highlight some 
of the gains made: 


al During the fall of 1950 we did our first Laymen’s work in Alaska. 
Traveling with Bishop Gordon, parish dinners were held in Anchorage, 
Juneau, Sitka and Ketchikan. Both men and women attended these din- 
ner meetings but a separate meeting was held with the men in each city. 
They seemed eager to hear about the Church from a layman, and Bishop 
Gordon informs me that some definite laymen’s work is now under way. 

2. In the diocese of California the Laymen’s Training Program was held 
in the fall of 1950 for the first time. It was extremely well organized by 
Bishop Block and his clergy and a large number of well selected laymen 
were trained and in turn carried the message of the Church to the parish 
meetings. Dr. William Key has been Chairman of Laymen’s Work for the 
past five years and is doing a creditable job. 

3. In the diocese of Los Angeles, Bishop Bloy went all out and with 
the complete cooperation of Bishop Campbell and under the vigorous di- 
rection of their Diocesan Chairman, Bill Seigmund, a Laymen’s Training 
Program was conducted for three days at the Huntington Hotel in Pasa- 
dena. It was the greatest meeting of its kind I have ever participated in 
because the men were well selected, the stage was ideally set for our training, 
and the Bishops knew what they wanted from their men and got it. On 
February’ 24th of this year they held their first Annual Laymen’s Con- 
ference which wes preceded by a Corporate Communion at which 236 men 
and boys were present. In addition to continuing as a most active and ca- 
pable Chairman for the Diocese of Los Angeles, Bill Seigmund has just been 
elected Vice-Chairman of the Provincial Committee. 

4. In the District of Honolulu the laymen have been exceedingly active 
and when Bishop Kennedy selected Richard Ching as Chairman, he picked 
the right man for the job. The men of the Hawaiian Islands, in addition to 
all the things expected of men’s groups, have built churches and schools; 
they have organized men’s work in all churches; they have raised substan- 
tial amounts for special projects which the Bishop felt needed to be done; 
they even have a blood bank for members of the Episcopal Church. They 
have participated in both laymen’s training programs, and this last fall 
another member of our National Committee flew to Honolulu to assist the 
men in the training program. Wonderful progress has been and continues 
to be made. 

5. The Laymen of Oregon participated for the first time in the Lay- 
men’s Training Program with the full and complete cooperation of Bishop 
Dagwell. Twenty well selected men took the training over a week-end 
and then conducted parish meetings in almost every church in Oregon. A 
great many meetings were held during the year for men of the various 
churches. Bob Elliott has done a splendid job during the last three years 
as Chairman and has now been succeeded by Dr. Dean Brooks. 

6. The men of Bishop Bayne of Olympia have been exceedingly active. 
They were well organized under General William Daugherty. They par- 
ticipated for the first time last fall in the Laymen’s Training Program and 
a large number of parish meetings were held by the laymen so trained. 
General Daugherty has now been succeeded by M. J. Muckey and under his 
direction the laymen are being activated on the convocation levels. No man 
has greater cooperation from his men than Bishop Bayne and consistently 
good work can be expected in the future. 

7. We have always received excellent cooperation from Bishop Barton 
of Eastern Oregon. He has recently appointed Armand Larive as Chairman 
for Laymen’s Work. The men of Eastern Oregon have participated in both 
Laymen’s Training Programs and they have been doing most effective work 
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in their area. It is believed that the activities of the men is one of the 
principal factors in helping Bishop Barton get the job done in Eastern 
Oregon. 

8. The President of our Province, Bishop Rhea, has for Chairman 
Allison Baer. Idaho is another area with far-away places but exceedingly 
fine progress has been made during the past couple of years. Bishop Rhea 
admitted at our Laymen’s meeting yesterday that it had been necessary to 
convert him to the worthwhileness of Laymen’s work but that he stood 
convinced that it was the one great untapped resource that can make the 
Church strong. Because of a lack of clergy, there are a substantial number 
of lay readers functioning regularly in Idaho. 


9. Bishop Cross of Spokane has a fine group of men. They have par- 
ticipated in the Laymen’s Training Program both years. Harold Coffin 
has been Chairman for a number of years and has been helpful to his 
Bishop in this work. 


10. In Arizona, Frank Dickinson has been carrying on the work under 
the direction of Bishop Kinsolving. Last fall they participated in the lay- 
men’s training conference for the first time and other meetings of men 
were held during the year. This is the first effort on the part of Laymen 
to help develop the area, and definite and worthwhile progress has been 
made. 


11. In Nevada Bishop Lewis has as Chairman Dale Miller. They have 
participated in the Laymen’s Training Program. Nevada is a tough area 
to work in because of distances, but definite progress is being made. 


12. Here in Utah we have in Carson Betchel a most devoted Chair- 
man and a Chairman who has carried on his duties for several years. 
There are not many churches in this district but all types of laymen’s ac- 
tivities have been organized, supervised, and good results have been forth- 
coming; under the direction of a new bishop, Bishop Watson, additional 
activities can be undertaken and greater progress made in the future. 


13. There has been a lot of progress in the District of San Joaquin. 
Originally this work was done by J. Post Williams as Chairman and cur- 
rently the Chairman is Charles K. Fisher. Bishop Walters is an extremely 
cooperative individual and anxious to utilize his laymen whenever and 
wherever possible. They have participated for both years in the Laymen’s 
Training Program. 

14. In Sacramento, we had our first work get under way in the fall 
of 1950. Bishop Porter has an extremely capable and devoted Chairman 
in Felix Doust. Mr. Doust has visited practically every church in the 
diocese, has been a constant help to Bishop Porter in the raising of funds 
and in keeping the laymen active. They participated for the first time last 
fall in the Laymen’s Training Program and they have also been very active 
in the field of lay reading. 


There will be another Laymen’s Training Program this fall, and you 
will be pleased to learn that there will be a number of improvements over 
the previous programs. The program will be considerably shortened and 
the whole thing can be put on in thirty minutes or less. There will be far 
more stress laid on the diocesean level and when you receive the details 
from the Department of Promotion, we feel certain you will be enthusiastic 
over the plans and will have your men participate in it this fall. Yon can 
not overlook the fact that when our people understand the Church’s pro- 
gram they will support it. Always remember that to understand is to ap- 
preciate and to appreciate is to Support. Many of you have learned that 
following the Laymen’s Training Program last fall there was an increase 
of approximately one hundred thousand ($100,000) dollars in the expecta- 
tions of the Church over the previous year. That is the type of progress on 
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which you can put your finger and we believe that there will be a very 
substantial increase again this year. 

The laymen of the Eighth Province continue to give strong support to 
the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. You will be interested to learn 
that the Provincial Committee has added an outstanding layman who resides 
in the Bay Area of California to their Committee to function as liason be- 
tween C.D.S.P. and all Chairmen in the various dioceses and districts of the 
Eighth Province. This man will commence his activities as soon as the new 
dean, Dr. Sherman Johnson, assumes his post on July 1, 1951. 

Your Provincial Chairman has traveled far and wide during the past 
year and now finds himself tied in with the Department of United Church 
Men with the National Council of Churches of Christ in the capacity of 
Vice-Chairman of the Executive Committee. Having now completed almost 
four years as Provincial Chairman, and with the new assignment to receive 
proper attention, it is time for me to vacate the post of Provincial Chair- 
man. I am happy and pleased to announce the election of J. Post Wil- 
liams of San Joaquin as Chairman. He has been Vice-Chairman. He is 
capable, has great capacity, is thoroughly experienced, and will do a fine 
job for all of you. 

In closing, may I remind you that grass never grows on a busy Street, 
so put your men to work on worthwhile projects and keep them working.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEAMEN’S WORK 

As chairman of the Provincial Standing Committee on Seamen’s work, 
I submit this brief report: 

It is with real concern and deep regret that your Committee deems it 
unfair and unwise to continue making this annual report about Church 
work done by the Province in the interest of Merchant Seamen. The 
Province, as such, for years has done no work in this field except at San 
Pedro in the Diocese of Los Angeles. Here, Bishop Gooden’s son, Rev. R. H. 
Gooden, Jr., has continued to administer the Seamen’s Church Institute as 
a purely Diocesan Institution. This solitary hospitality to visiting thous- 
ands of seafaring men, in the name of the Church, has never received sup- 
port from the Province, and the men welcomed and helped at this one port 
have repeatedly asked why the Episcopal Church continues to desert them 
at all other Pacific Coast ports, where formerly they met the moral and 
spiritual assistance of their church. They find a sheltering, friendly wel- 
come at our Episcopal Church Institute in New York. 

We respectfully ask that the Synod abolish this Standing Committee on 
Seaman’s Work in the Province with the fading prayer that in God’s good 
time, our Church will again catch the vision of a great company of strang- 
ers daily visiting our shores with the tragic need of a christian influence 
to save them from their predatory enemies of saloon and brothel and just 


plain loneliness.

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APPENDIX Z. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PROGRAM OF THE PROVINCE 


The Committee is asked such questions as, Whither is Synod moving? 
This might be countered with, Where are we? 


We know what values Synod now offers. It and the provincial organ- 
ization provide a vehicle for a number of important inter-diocesan pro- 
grams, most of them on a modest basis. Substantial increases have been 
made in the support of provincial training institutions. Delegates and other 
attendants have opportunity to learn of the work and the needs of the 
Province. Our fellowship is worth-while. 


Beyond these advantages it is necessary, however, to ask whether our 
present effectiveness goes as far as we should aim to reach. We find that 
some of our work is highly difficult or impossible, both because of the un- 
wieldly size of the province and because the province and its nature are not 
a part of the vital interest of most of the clergy and laity. 


A good case can be made that normally a diocese and its bishop have 
more than enough to occupy their full attention without spreading their 
efforts into other areas, if they can help it. Consequently it is not easy 
to find those who will take the time to master-mind a reconstruction of the 
whole provincial idea. And that presupposes an admission of need for 
something more continuously effective and expensive than we now have. 


In visualizing the possibilities of the province, is it not correct to think 
of the family idea, which brings power and mutual helpfulness to the 
parish, the diocese and the national Church? This feeling of provincial, 
extra-diocesan interest and responsibility will come to the whole province, 
not just to the delegates, in proportion to a regular information or news 
service, which has not yet been realized. There is no use in rhapsodising 
about an archbishopric, for example, until the province moves considerably 
beyond where it is now. 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Department of Publicity be 
authorized to set up a news gathering service for matters of provincial in- 
terest, from provincial departments and commission and from dioceses and 
districts, and 


To provide a monthly information service for diocesan magazines and 
others, this to be accomplished inexpensively by such a means as that of 
mimeographing, and to be kept within the present budget of the Depart- 
ment of Publicity. 


We hope that by next year a more generous method of contributing to 
the Divinity School and to St. Margaret’s House will take the place of put- 
ting these items into the annual provincial budget. The amounts budgeted 
for departments and commissions should be reviewed annually and justified, 
by the Provincial Council and by Synod. The problem of the failure of 
several jurisdictions to meet their assessment in full, to the great loss of our 
formally accepted obligations, should be studied from two points,—whether 
the reason is a temporary lack of available funds in the jurisdictions con- 
cerned, or whether it represents a refusal to meet in full a share in a total 
budget which is believed to be too large,

REPORT, COMMITTEE ON VOCATIONAL GIVING 

We regret to report the death of Rear Admiral George W. Bauer, one 
of the most active members of our committee, on December 25, 1950. 

Vocational giving has been presented by your chairman at various places 
during the past year: the northern Deanery of San Joaquin at Modesto 
Santa Rosa, Tracy, Visalia, Hanford, All Saints’ Church, San Francisco, 
and at the summer conference of San Joaquin at Asilomar, and also at 
churches of other denominations. 

The story of Vocational Giving appeared in syndicated articles all over 
the country under the title of Lenten Guideposts, and it has been reprinted 
in book form under the title of New Guideposts. The Saturday Evening 
Post has bought the rights to use the material for a “short, short,’ with 
the proceeds going to the student body of the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific and to St. Alban’s Church, Albany, Calif. 

A new project of vocational giving was started at the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific last October, with students receiving haircuts once a 
week, and putting the money into special projects: the student body mis- 
sionary fund and the Muriel Hallett Miller Memorial Fund. 

Letters have been received requesting copies of our propaganda so 
other Churches may use the same plan. 

There is a fast growing spirit to be found among all who come in con- 
tact with this movement. 

We append a copy of a letter sent to the Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, 
D. D., Presiding Bishop, suggesting a vocational giving plan for assisting 
in the development of Seabury House. z

SEABURY HOUSE AND THE FUTURE: A MEMORANDUM TO THE 
PRESIDING BISHOP 


Let your imagination run forward some fifteen years. A plane is 
circling Greenwich, Connecticut, waiting to land on a private airstrip at 
“Seabury.” In the plane is the Presiding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and he looks down on a large estate on which are located eight 
buildings in the form of a Celtic Cross. It is the center of the life of the 
Church, holding all the offices of the National Council, and having as its 
focal point a great cathedral which is the Presiding Bishop’s See. 

It has been said that the Presiding Bishop has his heart in Massachu- 
setts, his head in New York, his home in Connecticut, and his seat in the 
washington Cathedral. Let us put the man together! 

A great center of the Episcopal Church would be an expensive under- 
taking. It might cost the average communicant a penny a day for the next 
ten years, but if we were able to reach every communicant and obtain that 
penny a day as an extra, the cost would be negligible. Let us look at 
these figures for a moment. 

If 2,000,000 members of the Church gave a penny a day for a year, the 
total would be a staggering $7,300,000. If this were continued for 10 years, 
it would amount to over $70,000,000. 

There is a way to do this. 

If the members of the Church were approached with the idea of a 
penny a day for the development of Seabury, the use of “baby bonds” 
would provide an adequate channel of giving. These bonds have been used 
by congregations of moderate means for several years as a means of raising 
capital funds. The promise would be to pay $1.82 and $1.83 every six 
months, and coupons would be provided as part of the bonds, These bonds 
would run for 10 years and would be for the amount of $36.50. 
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Because of the small amount of a penny a day, of 30 cents a month, 
of $3.65 per year, it would be possible for children as well as adults to par- 
take in this plan. 

Because of the systematic use of bonds, it would be a longterm project 
with practically no cancellations. It would have all the advantages of the 
U.T.O. and Mite Box appeals, but with no letting up in the interest or reg- 
ularity of giving. 

There is a vision underlying this plan. It is the vision of a unified 
Church, symbolized by a unified set of buildings at Seabury. Not only would 
it give the Presiding Bishop a center (without an hour and a half each way 
of commuting to ‘281’), but it would bring the various departments of the 
National Council together in one location. A great set of buildings in the 
form of a Celtic Cross would symbolize the basic life of the Church and 
become a shrine for pilgrims from all over the world. It would remain 
the fine conference center it now is not only for Episcopalians but for 
groups of all denominations. Here would be located a great library, a fine 
cathedral, a printing plant for the new curriculum and other publications. 

This plan has been tested by asking people what they think of it. The 
response has been enthusiastic. “It would strengthen the whole Church.” 
“Tt would provide an outlet for our devotion to the Church.” ‘It would 
personalize our feelings about headquarters.” “It would be easy at a penny 
a day.” “It could be tied in with vocational giving.” ‘Pennies make 
‘sense’.”’ 

But there have been doubts. ‘‘A Church which is used to relying on 
big givers is not likely to turn to the penny-a-day givers,” said one, “It 
would take more thorough promotion and education than we’ve ever tried,” 
said another. “It’s too voluntary,” said another. 

But the answers were equally definite. ‘The Church is already using 
‘bonds’ on the parochial level, so we know the system is sound; and we need 
to catch the imagination of the poor as well as of the rich, for there are 


more of them.” “We need education in stewardship and vocational giving, 
and this is it.” “It’s a vision which will arouse the people, not a visionary 
dream.” 


So we submit to the Presiding Bishop and the National Council of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church this scheme to make Seabury into a center and 
a shrine, and we believe we have provided the means whereby the 
imagination of the people will be aroused and the pocket books of the 
people will be opened.

Your Provincial Board believes that there should be greater 
uniformity in all matters pertaining to the Canonical Examination of Can- 
didates, but it is extremely difficult to suggest any normal standard of 
procedure until specific information is available with regard to current 
practice in the Dioceses and Districts of the Province. 

Your Board has furnished a set of questions for the Board of Examin- 
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ing Chaplains of a District within the Province which had asked for such 
assistance. Similar help is available at any time for all Boards within the 
Province. 

The Provincial Board has also given a written examination in several 
Subjects for Deacon's Orders at the request of a District Board of Examining 
Chaplains.

REPORT OF THE CHURCH DIVINITY SCHOOL 
OF THE PACIFIC 


For The Academic Year 1950-1951 

It is a great pleasure for me as Acting-Dean and Vice-President of the 
Board of Trustees, to report to you on the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific. This past year in the life of the School has been marked of course 
by mixed emotions. Both the members of the faculty and the members of 
the student body have felt a deep regret for the departure of the Dean, the 
Rt. Rev. Henry H. Shires, and the loss of the unique leadership which he 
has given to it for the past fifteen years. In many ways he has been the 
School and under his inspired and inspiring direction it has grown from a 
handful of students and one building to its present status of a Chapel, a 
Library, Denniston Hall, Gibbs Hall, a Deanery, three faculty residences 
and seventy-one full time students. Though his departure has left a deep 
void we all have taken pride in his elevation to the episcopate. 


THE DEAN-ELECT 

Next to the resignation of the former Dean, the most important single 
event during the past year has been the election of his successor. This 
has provided the School with a great deal of excitement and anticipation. 
We have been most fortunate indeed to secure the Rev. Dr. Sherman E. 
Johnson, Professor of New Testament at the Episcopal Theological School 
in Cambridge since 1940, and he will begin his duties this summer. IDE. 
Johnson combines the qualities of a scholar with the practical wisdom, the 
judgment, the imagination, and the administrative abilities which this po- 
sition demands. He comes to us out of a rich background of teaching and 
pastoral experience, having taught at Nashotah House, at Seabury-Western 
and at Union, as well as at Cambridge. I speak for the Board, the Faculty 
and the students when I say that we are overwhelmingly enthusiastic about 
our Dean-elect and look forward eagerly to his arrival. From all over the 
country we have received commendatory letters about his appointment. 
Dr. Johnson has asked me to extend to you his personal greetings and to 
say he looks forward to being with you next year. 


THE FACULTY 

During the past year the members of the faculty have carried on the 
life of the School, maintaining the same high standards of academic work, 
the traditions of discipline and devotional life as in the past. Each of them 
has carried a heavier schedule of teaching besides assisting in the adminis- 
trative details. All of this has been done in a spirit of unity and coopera- 
tion that deserves the esteem and praise of us all. 

During the year also, one new member was added to the faculty—the 
Rev. Samuel M. Garrett, who was appointed Assistant Professor of Church 
History. He came to us from E. T. S. but being a graduate of C. D. 8. P. 
was no stranger to us or to the school. As a scholar, a teacher and as an ad- 
visor to the students he has greatly enriched our corporate life. 

Two members of the faculty have had books published during the year. 
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The Rey. Charles Whiston’s book on the Ministry of Jesus, and the Clue to 
Christian Education by the Rev. Randolph Miller. The Forward Booklet 
for Trinity 1950 was composed by the Faculty as well. 

During the month of April the Rt. Rev. Robert Cecil Mortimer, the 
Lord Bishop of Exeter, gave a series of five lectures on Canon Law. These 
lectures were sponsored jointly by the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
and by the University School of Law and were held on the campus of the 
University. They were possible because of a gift from Dr. Lloyd Robbins 
of Suisun, California. An excellent attendance was maintained throughout 
the series and it is expected that the lectures will be printed in the near 
future, 


THE STUDENT BODY 

During the year 1950-51 we have had the largest enrollment in the 
history of the School, with seventy-one full time students registered, rep- 
resenting twenty dioceses and missionary districts. Though the majority 
have come from the 8th Province, it is noteworthy that the number of 
students from the middle west, the east and the southwest has steadily 
increased. There is also one student from Hong Kong, one from Panama, 
and one from Shanghai. 

Whatever success has been achieved this past year has been due as 
much to the cooperation of the students as to the faculty. Though there 
are naturally many differences of opinion and degrees of churchmanship 
represented, these have been subordinated to the interests of the whole and 
there has been a fine spirit of cooperation and unity present. In a period 
of transition, morale is easily lost. This did not occur. 

Fourteen students are being graduated this year and already we have 
received applications from thirty-six men for admission next fall. We ex- 
pect an enrollment in September of between eighty and ninety full-time 
students. This of course means that our already cramped conditions will 
be even more crowded and we must expand immediately. 


IMMEDIATE PLANS FOR EXPANSION 

A larger student body of necessity means a larger faculty, increased 
dormitory space, extra class-rooms, an enlarged chapel, more secretarial 
help. All Saints’ Chapel, which now seats 65 people, is being re-arranged 
to accommodate 120 people through the use of pews rather than choir 
stalls. The Deanery adjacent to the School will be used next year as a dor- 
mitory. A sleeping porch is being added to it so that approximately fifteen 
men may be housed in it. The lower floor will be used for offices for the 
Dean and the Faculty. This has been made possible due to the fact that 
the Dean-elect has purchased his own home. Of course this arrangement 
is only temporary and a permanent dormitory and class room must be built 
in the near future. To that end the Board of Trustees has purchased the 
lot next to the tennis court which now extends the property east on Ridge 
Road all the way to Euclid Avenue. 

The Board further has authorized the addition of one new full-time 
member of the faculty. The Dean-elect is in the process of securing such 
a person now and it is expected that his appointment will be announced 
soon. He will teach either in the field of the Old Testament or Practical 
Theology. All of this means of course an expanded budget for the coming 
year. 


FINANCES 
During the past year we have received one gift of $3,000.00 from a be- 
quest to be used for building purposes. The Theological offering amounted 
to $11,000. This is the largest it has ever been. The Unit Gifts have grown 
steadily. Our budget for 1951-52 however will have to be greatly enlarged, 
almost doubled. The salaries of the faculty are being raised and one new 
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member is being added. The property must be kept in first class condition 
and the cost of repairs is high. The School depends for its income on three 
main sources: endowments, individual pledges and the Theological Sunday 
offering. The latter already has exceeded last year by over a thousand 
dollars. It should go higher. 

At the recommendation of the Dean-elect and the present faculty, the 
Board of Trustees has voted to make a tuition charge on the students be- 
ginning in September, 1951. This will amount to $60.00 per quarter or 
$180.00 per year. This has been done only after a careful study of the policy 
of all other seminaries, our own and those of other denominations. Even 
with this tuition charge, the cost per student at C. D, P. S. will still be 
much less than that of any other Episcopal School and will be about the 
same as schools of other denominations in the west. The Board and the 
Faculty are fully cognizant of the fact that this will work a hardship in 
some cases. We feel that no student should be kept from attending be- 
cause of the tuition charge. It is hoped thah through scholarship grants 
from the school, from the parishes from which the student comes, from the 
bishops and from other sources, any such event can be averted. This how- 
ever, will not make up the differential. We must count on a much larger 
income from Unit Gifts during the coming year. 

The School is of course directly dependent upon the good-will, and the 
financial support of the clergy and laity of the Church. This support has 
been generous in the past. We are confident of its continuation in the fu- 
ture. We are grateful to the Synod of the 8th Province for its financial 
assistance and to its encouragement and counsel. The Church Divinity 
School is facing a period of growth and expansion. Under its new leader- 
ship we are confident that it will meet the challenge which confronts it. 
By God’s Grace it will continue to contribute to the life of the whole Church 
by giving its students the kind of preparation for the priesthood which is 
needed in this day. Together we can build a School that will be the equal 
or the superior of any School in the land.

REPORT OF SAINT MARGARET’S HOUSE TO THE 
SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
AND THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY 


The major concern faced by all of the centers in which women are 
prepared for Church work is the need for more persistent and more effec- 
tive recruiting. The number of positions open to women is steadily growing 
—the number of women preparing for those positions remains almost the 
same. There has been a drop in the enrollment at Saint Margaret’s House 
and at Saint Mary’s House in Philadelphia and a slight rise in the enroll- 
ment at Windham House in New York. The total for the three schools is 
now 40. 

Efforts to make the work of women known to college students are 
increasing. Personnel Secretaries have now been appointed by most of the 
Diocesan or District Woman’s Auxiliaries, college workers are more active in 
recruiting through vocational conferences, the National Council has pre- 
pared and circulated new pamphlets, and the re-activated Association of 
Professional Women Church Workers is helping through supplying speakers 
at summer conferences and at Diocesan conventions. 


PUBLICITY AND PROMOTION 
Saint Margaret’s House is taking part in this recruiting movement. We 
have been fortunate in locating an able and interested photographer. Under 
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the direction of a Publicity Committee we have prepared a series of black 
and white slides with script in which we show the type of students and the 
activities of the training. These slides are being shown for the first time 
here at the Synod. They will be available for Diocesan or parish groups, 
for Canterbury Clubs and summer conferences. Bookings have already 
been arranged for two summer conferences and three parish groups. We 
hope more people will understand what we are trying to do in our train- 
ing and that more women o1 girls of Canterbury Clubs and parishes will 
consider Church vocations through seeing this story. The new catalogue, 
which is, we believe, a great improvement over those of past years, both 
in attractiveness and in more careful description of the school’s function 
and procedure; and pictorial folders are available free of charge for Tract 
Racks and other means of distribution. It is important that recruiting for 
women’s work be done through the homes and the parishes as well as 
through the colleges. 
REGISTRATION 

There was a Slight drop in the enrollment. Twelve students regis- 
tered for classes during this academic year. Our student from Holland 
has graduated and one of the three from China has returned to take up 
again the work of Director of a School for the Blind in Hankow. We keep 
our international personnel, however, with two remaining students from 
China and a new student from Japan. For the first time we have a student 
from New Mexico and a student from Iowa. Four students are from the 
8th Province. 


FACULTY 

The Saint Margaret’s House faculty—consisting of two full-time teach- 
ers and three lecturers—has make several careful studies in relation to the 
training. The results of our studies are better admission procedures and 
more carefully planned policies about field work. We are now concerned 
to procure for both the faculty and students instruction in group work 
procedures. The Alumnae also are helping through an evaluation of the 
training with suggestions for faculty consideration. New opportunities for 
individual development will be offered next year—a description can be 
found in the catalogue. 

The faculty is aware of a new and dynamic interest in their function 
of training women for the work women are expected to do as differentiated 
from that of the men in the ministry. This is important, as the students at 
Saint Margaret’s House still take the majority of their course work at the 
Theological seminaries, either the Church Divinity School of the Pacific or 
the Pacific School of Religion. 


STAFF 
In response to the proffered Social Security under the new Government 
ruling, the entire staff requested inclusion. We are, therefore, paying our 
own 1% percent and the withheld 1% percent to the Federal authorities. 
Both Miss Hickson and I have been notified that we shall be cared for in 
the same way by the National Council. This seems to me to be a sound ad- 
vance in our employment rating and as an example to our students, 


THE LIBRARY 

The major part of the cataloguing of our Library has been completed. 
The new card-catalogue is a joy to all. Books are accessible now, as they 
may be found under titles, authors, and subjects. 

The Friends of Saint Margaret’s House Library, a small group of qual- 
ified and practising librarians, have shepherded us through this project 
which is a big one for amateurs, in such a way that our offering is now 
appropriate to our status as a Graduate School. We have had again to ex- 
pand our shelving. 
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Cards for our books—and we are at present specializing in new book., 
in the field of Christian Education, of educational psychology, in pastoral 
counselling, and in the work of women—are included in a master file at 
the Pacific School of Religion. We use the Library of Congress cards, and 
we have access to the library at the University of California. 

To date, with the purchase and gift of new books, we have slightly over 
2,000 volumes and 26 periodicals. The student assistants are appointed 
every term to help in shelving, lettering, etc. 


THE STUDENTS 

A more dynamic relationship is growing up between the students and 
the faculty. This is the result of the larger and more self-conscious groups 
in both categories. The students are showing more initiative. 

Definite steps have been taken to improve our Chapel and the Chapel 
services. Students have purchased and made a new dossal, have arranged 
for instruction in chanting and both unison and part hymn singing. The 
Sacristy has been re-arranged, new linens have been made and purchased. 
Large hymnals with music have been donated by students. 

Teams of students have gone out to speak to parish and convocational 
groups. This is a valuable part of their training and we all welcome these 
opportunities. Of course, it is not always easy to add this responsibility to 
those they already have in their studies and their field work. 


; A PROVINCIAL CENTER 

It is important that professional women church workers in the Province 
should have a center for their organization. For the first time in our his- 
tory—if we except the gathering at General Convention—a conference for 
such workers was held at Saint Margaret’s House during the Christmas 
vacation. Women from Olympia, Los Angeles, Arizona, Idaho, Nevada, San 
Joaquin, and California came for the purpose of sharing concerns, procur- 
ing refreshment and inspiration. The group unanimously decided that they 
should meet twice annually—at the time and place of the Synod, and for a 
three- to five-day conference at Christmas at Saint Margaret’s House. The 
staff at Saint Margaret’s House feels that by providing such an opportunity 
it is performing part of the function of a Provincial institution, 

The annual vocational conference for college women in the central 
section of the Province is held at Saint Margaret’s House during the Spring 
holiday for students at the University of California. And finally, it has be- 
come a treasured custom for the Board of the Provincial Woman’s Aux- 
iliary to meet at least once a year at Saint Margaret’s House. 


THE PROPERTY 
Further expensive improvements have had to be made. Saint Mar- 
garet’s House was built in 1904. The electrical and plumbing equipment 
have had to be brought up-to-date. But we are at present, with these 
major changes, in excellent shape. Our great need is for a Chapel which 
will be large enough for our group and quiet enough for worship. 


FINANCES 

The three-year plan devised at the Synod in Santa Barbara in 1948 is 
now closing. Our training program is still dependent upon the support by 
individuals and groups. The National Council still bears the major expense 
in providing the two full-time faculty salaries. The part-time faculty sal- 
aries, office expenses, recruiting, and library expenses cannot be defrayed 
by student tuition. It is available in listings from individual Dioceses and 
Districts and as a total listing from all contributing sources. I wish to thank 
you for your past support and to bespeak your continued support.

APPENDIX A 


PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The tradition of the past few years has been that the President’s 
message to the women of the Province is one of work to be done rather 
than of past accomplishments. The work that we have done can be much 
more effectively discussed as we chat among ourselves in small informal 
groups than by having any one give a summary. In this particular meeting 
we will be spending more time on our labors of the last year than usual 
in that we will have an excellent summary of “The Measuring Rod,” which 
has shown us where we should go. I do hope that we will continue to 
have a progress report in some form, as Mrs. Vickery recommended to 
us in her message of 1950. 

“Called unto His Holy Fellowship,” “For Such A Time,” you will rec- 
ognize as the themes which have been chosen for us by our National 
Board and our own Provincial Board for our work during the coming year, 
not only in the Church but in every area of our lives. We have been 
called to proclaim our Christian belief for such a time as we are now 
living in. In almost every paper, magazine, and book, we read of the 
groping for spiritual reality by the secular world, and who is more able 
to give it than we who have been called. Not only do we read of the 
spiritual seeking, but each of us finds it in our contacts with our friends. 
They want to know why we believe what we do, and we must be able to 
answer them. 

Because we have been called unto His Holy Fellowship, we are a 
privileged group in that we try to live close to God and that we have the 
inner security of knowing where we are going. But demands accompany 
privilege. Our first demand is that we develop our individual spiritual 
lives, for that is the core of all that we do. We know how important it is 
through our contacts with others, for one can recognize easily those who 
have a deep personal religion. Since they can help us so much, we should 
do all we can to grow in the same way so that we can help others. 

A second demand is that we learn more of our Church; so we can 
answer the questions of those who are seeking. The National Council is 
offering us tremendous help in this area through the exciting new Chris- 
tian Education program under the able direction of Dr. Heuss. Because 
of the opportunity which this program presents to us, and because we 
are the means for telling others of it, we are devoting a quarter of our 
meetings to this area of the Church’s teaching. ; 
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To see how Christianity relates to the world and to be ready to inter- 
pret—This is a third demand which the privilege of being a Christian: pre- 
sents to us. An American friend of mine who had never been particularly 
interested in the Church and who is now unable to get out of China recently 
wrote: “What I say now will probably surprise you, coming from me—but 
the only thing that I can see as saving us is not the blind hatred we seem 
to be generating but the Love of Christ which means unending war on 
prejudice, and on social, economic, and political injustice, whether do- 
mestic or international. What I am talking about is a very different 
kettle of fish from the syrupy stuff generally handed out on Sunday 
mornings. It means the creation of a society, national and international, 
where security is guaranteed to all, not as a crutch for the weak who 
could not otherwise take care of themselves, but as a condition as un- 
questioned as a pure water supply for all. It’s time Americans began 
to think less about new cars and more about the racial stupidities and 
anacronisms rampant in South Africa. I wish I could impress upon my 
friends at home the complete extravagance of our way of life.’ Her 
thinking, which has come from her encounters with the essentials of 
living help to make us appreciate how privileged we are in realizing the 
importance of Christianity and to be living today in western America. At 
the same time we must live up to the demands which these privileges 
place upon us by continuing to apply our Christianity to our daily lives, 
for we have been called unto His Holy Fellowship for such a time. 


NOTE: The activities of the president during this past year 
have included speaking at the Diocesan Convention in 
Seattle, at the Houseparties of the Diocese of Califor- 
nia, at a Deanery meeting in Elko, Nevada, at the 
week long leadership training institute in San Joaquin, 
at the District Convention of Idaho, and at the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary of Christ Church, Pelham, New York, 
and in conducting a Provincial Board Meeting at St. 
Margaret’s House in September, 1950. 


APPENDIX “C” 
THE REPORT ON THE MEASURING ROD 


I am sure when many of you first laid eyes on the questionnaire which 
has become known as “The Measuring Rod,” you were a bit overwhelmed 
by the task before you. I want first of all to congratulate you on the care 
with which you filled in the answers. It showed a fine spirit of coopera- 
tion. Since I myself am a diocesan president, I am well aware of the 
problem of finding time in which to accomplish such tasks. As we exam- 
ined and re-examined the questionnaires from the various dioceses and 
missionary districts of the Eighth Province, it became more and more 
perplexing as to how to make the expenditure of effort involved result in 
worthwhile information. It called for an examination of the reasons for 
entering upon such a project and also an understnding of what we hoped 
to accomplish by it, Those of you who were present in Stockton just a 
year ago will remember Mrs. Vickery’s inspiring address. You will also 
remember the reports of Miss Grammer and the other delegates who had 
attended the College of Preachers’ Conference on the important new de- 
velopments in our Christian Education Program. As a result of this 
experience you passed a resolution authorizing a progress report on the 
objectives set forth, to be presented at the next Provincial meeting. That 
is the reason for it. Now what could we hope to accomplish by it? The 
answer to that question is determined largely by us who filled in the 
questionnaire. The information itself is of little value; it is what we do 
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with it that counts. And also what your Provincial Board does with it 
in planning and promoting the work in the Eighth Province, ever keeping 
in mind Mrs. Vickery’s guide words, “Awareness,” “Sensitivity,” and “Tmag- 
ination.” 

We shall not bore you with detail. The information is classified and 
may be made available if you so desire. It seems, however, that certain 
deductions and conclusions might prove interesting and of value. We 
have therefore analyzed the reports to the best of our ability and that has 
called for considerable reading between the lines. Little things have 
served as guides. To illustrate: a president of one of our well organized 
dioceses reported that about 5% of her women have U.T.O. boxes, another 
reported that all of her women have them, and still another said that 720 
women in her diocese are using them. One must conclude that that 
question received different interpretation, and to be meaningful must 
be interpreted in the spirit in which it was handled. There were ques- 
tions which should have been answered in percentages if possible, others 
that required a more general interpretation. We know that it was a new 
experience to you as it was to us, and are sure if we were to pursue the 
project further, much will have been gained through both the construc- 
tion of the questionnaire and in the answering of the questions. The re- 
port is from all of the dioceses and missionary districts in the Eighth 
Province with the exception of Honolulu. It represents a total of 234 
parishes and 517 missions, but is based on reports from 238 parishes and 
517 missions. It reflects the difficulty of obtaining data from unorgan- 
ized areas, and I am quite sure that presidents from some of our best 
organized dioceses found parts of the questionnaire difficult. From here 
on, wherever the word diocese is used, missionary district also applies. 


1. Evangelism and Work in Unchurched Areas 

All but two dioceses reported recent surveys in their areas, or that 
such surveys were in the process of being made. The type of survey 
varied from those based on general information to those conducted by a 
diocesan strategy committee and by the Committee of Christian Social 
Relations of our National Council. They should prove valuable in tailor- 
ing the Church’s program to best suit the needs of a specific area, All 
reported being concerned with the problem of changing populations. Only 
one had no minority group problem. Three were doing nothing about it, 
one very little and the rest had active programs for overcoming the 
results. Education and the development of Christian attitudes were the 
fundamental methods of attack, and ways in which the smallest mission 
may contribute its share. The step taken at the last annual convention of 
The Diocese of Los Angeles, in the form of a resolution, urging all 
churches to open their doors to people of all races, is of interest at this 
point to illustrate how Christian attitudes may be implemented. All 
dioceses but two reported inadequate housing, and all but one, inadequate 
educational facilities. All went on record as establishing new missions with 
the exception of one, and we feel that the question was misunderstood in 
that instance. Since it is a missionary district, it must be working in 
that area. 

The report on Bishop Bloy’s Five Year Plan, which calls for the estab- 
lishment of a mission a year in each convocation of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, for the next five years, is of interest to illustrate how a plan. of 
definite objectives may be used to stimulate all communicants to assume 
their responsibility as evangelists. The Missionary District of Nevada 
spoke of a church school by mail that illustrates how an area of wide 
open spaces has met a problem in a practical manner. One president 
speaks of the establishment of a church school as sometimes being the 
first step in the founding of a mission. There was a feeling of inadequate 
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youth leadership except in areas where there was a well organized de- 
partment. There is great need to stress work in this field. Two re- 
ported nothing being done and the rest varied considerably in the em- 
phasis. All but one provided some leadership. 


2. Ecumenical Concern 


From the reports it was evident that there is much room for im- 
provement in most dioceses in the matter of stimulating ecumenical con- 
cern. Two reports showed much interest and activity, the rest diminished 
in interest to zero. All but one reported membership in the United Council 
of Churchwomen. All but two reported participation in the Ecumenical 
Register, though there was-.indication that a much better job could have 
been done. Five showed no part in the Missionary conferences, though 
the Missionary District of San Joaquin reported their Bishop being Dis- 
trict President of M.E.M., and a wide participation of their members. The 
Diocese of Los Angeles reported their Chairman of Christian Education as 
giving strong and active leadership here. There was good participation in 
May Fellowship Day, The World Day of Prayer, and World Community 
Day, with widest interest manifested in The World Day of Prayer. 

Not much support was recorded to The Christian University of Japan 
and less than half was recorded to The United Christian Universities of 
China. There is little doubt that an unusual opportunity to implement 
Christian attitudes in the Orient is being lost by failure of church mem- 
bers to participate more fully in the support of these two great ventures, 
and ones of similar nature. 


3. Youth Program 


There was some confusion in the interpretation of the questions under 
Community youth program. The answers were quite vague and in many 
instances answered from a parochial angle. It is apparent that many of 
our women are participating to a large degree in this field. It is also 
apparent that many reports are being given by them in meetings. There 
is a wealth of program material in this use of our community minded 
women as well as a chance to educate our parochial-bound ones, concern- 
ing community weaknesses so that they may know where their help is 
needed. Information on youth legislation should be widely disseminated 
and discussions based on it would have much practical value in improving 
laws. The second part of question three dealt with youth in the parish, 
was better answered. There can be no doubt of the contribution our 
women are making in the church schools. Parent-teacher organizations 
seem to be few and far between. Since our new Christian Education 
program for church schools requires parent participation, there is neces- 
sity for concern here. There is a resurgence of interest in many parts of 
the Eighth Province in the Girls’ Friendly Society since Miss Louise Burpee 
has come to us from National Headquarters. Wherever she has visited 
either new organizations have been formed or great interest aroused. We 
feel that more help from National should be available to isolated and 
rural areas, in youth organization. There could be much done in the 
channeling of publicity on youth conferences and related material if each 
parish had a personnel chairman responsible for the job. 


4. Leadership and Organization 
The answers to the questions under this heading are familiar to all 
who have been active in church work. They deal with the selection of 
leadership and vary from the methods used in the better organized dio- 
ceses who choose their leadership from women who have worked up 
through parochial or convocational and standing committee experience, 
selected carefully by active nominating committee procedure, to those 
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who just take anyone available. We fear that the latter is the far more 
common procedure. It is obvious that plans and strategy should be em- 
ployed to interest women of ability and consecration for the work in areas 
where there appears to be a dearth of leadership. Frequently our capable 
churchwomen are active in community projects and have little interest 
in the Women’s Auxiliary because they are unaware of its fine national 
program. Of course, what was true of the weakness in leadership choice 
in the diocese, was true to a greater degree in the parish, and we must 
attack it from the same angle. One thoroughly interested and well-in- 
formed woman can change the picture completely in a comparatively short 
time. She must be consecrated, enthusiastic and an able saleswoman. 
Most of the dioceses had workshops for their leaders and that is an en- 
couraging sign. The house parties conducted for training in leadership in 
the Diocese of California, have stimulated interest and proved of value 
in fellowship. These were not described in the report but we felt they 
were worth mentioning here. The ‘parishes have done little or nothing 
in this regard and there is no question that this should receive more 
emphasis. Our diocesan leadership could make a real contribution by 
setting up workshops in parishes and giving aid in this respect wherever 
possible. 

The third part of the question on Organization and Leadership deals 
with the Unified Program. There was some confusion at this point in 
the questionnaire and it led to the conclusion that not only were the 
questions poorly put, but that there was considerable lack of knowledge 
concerning this matter. The first part of the question dealt with the 
unified parish program. Our National Council has been striving for some 
time to stimulate an interest in good parish organization. It has provided 
the materials but it remains for our leaders to channel them to the 
members of our parishes and help to apply them to local needs. Back in 
1941-42, the second year of The Forward in Service Plan, the unified 
parish program received special emphasis. It is safe to say that most of 
our parishes are still operating in a hit and miss fashion with very little 
thought for unification. It is difficult to superimpose a successful women’s 
program upon a faulty parish organization, but it can be done and it 
looks as though many of our women are going to have to do it that way. 
Perhaps a successful unified women’s program will lend the necessary 
stimulus to inaugurate a unified parish program, and some of us know from 
experience that it pays off in dividends of cooperation and harmony. Since 
there seems to be much uncertainty of knowledge in regard to the Unified 
Program and since we resolved to give it continued emphasis, it looks as 
though this is one task on which we need to concentrate. 


5. Presentation and Interpretation of the New Christian Education Program 


All but two dioceses reported having worked at this. Those two 
admitted weakness here. The concentrated areas found themselves more 
able to present speakers and have panels and clergy conferences. These 
were valuable devices in getting the information to church members. In 
the more isolated areas news letters and diocesan papers were used with 
varying degrees of success. On the parish and mission levels, there is much 
room for improvement. It would seem that The Women’s Auxiliary might 
make a real contribution by designating some woman as librarian, to be 
responsible in channeling literature from National Council to the groups 
and individuals in the mission and parish who should make use of it, and 
develop an interest in discussion and study groups. This is of paramount 
importance in missions having no clergy leadership. 
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6. Personnel 

Five out of the thirteen diocese reporting were without Personnel 
Chairmen. The material from the Personnel Department is obviously not 
being given wide distribution, and it would facilitate matters a great deal 
if those functioning without a chairman would try to find one as soon as 
possible. All seemed familiar with St. Margaret’s House. Its support is 
part of Oregon’s and Utah’s diocesan budget. Three dioceses reported all 
of their women’s group supporting St. Margaret’s House and the rest to 
varying degrees. Some of these degrees are infinitismal. Idaho and Arizona 
have had girls from their areas attending St. Margaret’s House lately and 
a few have graduates working in them. Those who have first hand 
information in regard to the valuable contribution these girls are making, 
are of course most interested. The Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
was familiar to all. Theological Sunday was being widely observed, with 
emphasis on C.D.S.P. There is little doubt that each and every one of 
us is failing to influence enough young people in the Church as a career. 


7. Missionary Concern 

The first part of this question dealt with The United Thank Offering. 
Those of us who are diocesan presidents recognize the need for more 
accurate information in regard to participation in this project. The 
answers varied a great deal, ranging from general estimates to detailed 
information. Even with an answer giving a numeral or percentage of 
participation, there was some question as to whether it was based on all 
the women of the parish, the women belonging to the various organizations 
in the parish, or as is true in some cases to one of several groups within 
the parish which calls itself The Women’s Auxiliary. This uncertainty 
was of course due to the weakness of the questions. It is safe to say that 
The United Thank Offering has on the whole received more attention from 
consecrated leadership than any of the other parts of the Auxiliary 
program, yet we are a long way from general participation in it. The 
U.T.O, Thermometer is a device which should aid in this objective. Very 
few are using it however. Its use necessitates a survey of the women in 
the parish of mission, and that in itself is of great value. The Supply 
work, as does the U.T.O., receives quite general participation. Both of these 
departments are peculiar of the Women’s Auxiliary program ‘and since 
they have tangible objectives seem to have more general appeal. Of 
course the question in regard to Churchways and Forth called for estimates 
and was asked mainly to emphasize their value to all leaders. It was 
interesting to learn that all presidents in the Missionary District of 
Idaho receive Churchways and pass on their copies. The same is true of 
Arizona. Oregon reports a very good percentage of subscribers to both 
magazines. They now have a chairman responsible for taking subscriptions. 
The Diocese of Los Angeles places great emphasis on subscriptions to both 
papers, and many of the other large dioceses that answered “no record” 
are, we are sure, stressing its importance. 

In bringing this report to its conclusion, it would seem well to mention 
that there was some indication of wonder at its scope. In one instance 
there was a feeling voiced that some persons might consider it an intrusion 
on what is termed as the Church’s Program. It would therefore be well to 
refresh our memories with a quotation from the Triennial Report of 
1946-49. “Two general observations are worth recording; there is need 
for continued interpretation of The Women’s Auxiliary work as church 
work, and the greatest progress is noted where there are strong active 
leaders and where the clergy are working with the women.” The accepted 
definition of The Women’s Auxiliary might bear repeating here, “The 
Women’s Auxiliary is an international, interracial fellowship of the women 
of the Church, organized to aid the Church in all phases of its life and in all 
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fields of its activity, stimulating the religious development of the women 
that they may share in the creating of a Christian society.” With such a 
challenging program the necessity of good organization and strong leader- 
ship, is obvious. We have concluded that the value of “The Measuring 
Rod” lies mainly in the matter of education, and if the compiling of it has 
made. us just a little more conscious of our weaknesses and a little more 
resolved to rise to the challenge of our great National Program, we will, 
I am sure, consider the effort worthwhile,

Be it resolved that all dioceses and districts make a genuine effort to 
fulfill their quota or to overpledge that we may retain the high standards 
of the only Episcopal training school for women church workers in the west. 

Whereas it has been a privilege to be made a part of the new Christian 
Education Program “Toward Redemptive Life’ through inspiration and 
planning interpreted by Dr. John MHuess, the head of the Christian 
Education Department of the National Council 

Be it resolved that the women delegates pledge themselves to interpret 
this program to the women of the parishes and missions in the province. 

Whereas the splendid report of the Provincial Measuring Rod has 
brought to our attention the tremendous scope of the women’s work in the 
Eighth Province and we are aware of the problems facing church women 

Be it resolved that we the women of the Eighth Province resolve to 
walk and follow in the way of Christ and, 

Be it further resolved that a copy of the findings be made available to the 
presidents of the dioceses and districts and that we may use the Measuring 
Rod again next year.
